WREXHAM, Wales, Sept. 
22.—Between 160 and 200 
coal miners were killed 
burned alive today as a re­ 
sult of a terrific explosion in 
the Gresford colliery near 
here 
The victims were trapped by fall­ 
ing earth and licking flames which 
spread through the galleries in­ 
stantly. The flames became so dense 
th a t rescue workers could not pro­ 
ceed and. after hours of effort, dur­ 
ing which they recovered 16 charred 
bodies, the rescuers were compelled 
to seal the mine to prevent the fire 
from spreading further. 
This step was taken after all hope 
of rescuing the entrapped miners 
had been abandoned. 
Death Toll Between 160 and 200 
The positions in which the recov­ 
ered bodies were found indicated 
that those miners still alive after 
the explosion had been trapped in 
blind alleys in fleeing the flames. 
Reports 
of 
the exact number 
sealed in the mine varied. Mine of­ 
ficials placed the total death roll at 
about 160, while miners themselves 
said a total of 200 or more were 
trapped by the blast. 
An additional 200 miners were 
able to scramble to safety after the 
blast. 
Hundreds of weeping friends and 
relatives gathered at the pit-head to 
await news of the victims. 
“There are between 150 and 200 
poor souls down there, 
said the 
chief of the Wrexham fire brigade, 
“and there's little chance they will 
come out alive.” 
Rescue squads took great quan­ 
tities of stone dust down into the 
mine for the purpase of cooling and 
extinguishing the flames.

New York. Sept. 22.—Ten days be­ 
fore Charles A. Lindbergh, Jr., was 
kidnaped from his nursery, Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann was working 
in the lumber yard from which lum­ 
ber for the kidnaper’s ladder was 
obtained. 
Six days after 
the 
kidnaping 
Hauptmann was still working there. 
He worked there one day more— 
one day after a ransom note was 
mailed to Col. Lindbergh—then quit. 
This was learned exclusively by 
International News Service today as 
department of justice agents began 
renewed questioning of Hauptmann’s 
wife and shortly after a mysterious 
blonde beauty entered the case, in­ 
jecting another puzzling angle in a 
case already bristling w’ith unex­ 
pected police moves. 
Hauptmann, looking rather wan, 
was brought from the Bronx jail to 
the office of district attorney Sam­ 
uel Foley shortly after noon for re­ 
newed questioning. 
Try For Break 
“We have our extortion case now,” 
said Charles Brody, special assist­ 
ant to Foley as he closeted himself 
with Hauptmann and the district 
attorney. “We’re working on 
the 
kidnaping angle now, trying to get 
a break on that.” 
Hauptmann’s 
wife 
also 
was 
brought to Foley’s office, accom­ 
panied by James 
W. 
Fawcett, 
a 
Brooklyn attorney. She declined to 
talk with newspapermen and sat in 
an ante-room as her husband was 
taken into the district attorney’s of­ 
fice. They arrived separately and 
did not meet. 
Detectives also brought in several 
pieces of 
Hauptmann’s 
luggage, 
clothing, and a shotgun for exam­ 
ination. The articles included 2 pairs 
of field glasses, one 
a 
powerful 
“night glass,” a grey topcoat, black 
overcoat and black hat, 
a 
small 
black trunk, a traveling bag, a small 
cedar chest, a cigar box and a shoe 
box with a Bronx shop. Detectives 
said Hauptmann had purchased a 
pair of shoes from this shop and 
paid for them with one of the Lind­ 
bergh ransom bills. 
Question Relatives 
Police said they were questioning 
all relatives and acquaintances of 
Hauptmann who might throw light 
on the case and intimated that the 
blonde was merely one of the long 
procession of witnesses who are be­ 
ing interrogated. 
The revelation that Hauptmann 
worked in the lumber yard where 
the abductor obtained material for 
the ladder by which he entered the 
nursery came from Joseph Hirsch, 
a partner in the great National Mill- 
work and Lumber Company. 
New Jersey state police, checking 


carefully, determined that the lad­ 
der was built of lumber handled only 
by this firm. 
On the heels of this revelation 
came the disclosure from Col. Nor­ 
man Schwarzkopf, head of the New 
Jersey state police, that a cast of 
the footprints of the man who re­ 
ceived the $50,000 ransom from Dr. 
J. F. (Jafsie) Condon in St. Ray­ 
mond’s cemetery, is in possession of 
authorities. 
Schwarzkopf left Trenton, N. J., 
shortly before noon to confer with 
District Attorney Samuel Foley of 
the Bronx. 
Whether he took the 
footprint cast with him could not 
be learned. 
The New Jersey state police chief­ 
tain said, however, there is no cast 
of the kidnaper’s footprints. 
It has 
been rumored several times police 
found footprints of 
the 
abductor 
near the Lindbergh home but Col. 
Schwarzkopf said he had no knowl­ 
edge of them and denied flatly that 
they had been transferred to a tell­ 
tale cast.

In signing the farm mortgage bill on June 30, President 
Roosevelt said: “ It has been alleged that insurance companies

law by faijmers to evade the payment of debts that are within 
their capacity to meet. 
I do not subscribe to these fears.” 
I hat Federal Judge W. Calvin Chesnut views the measure 
somewhat differently is apparent from his decision: “ The sub­ 
stantial effect is to transfer the property of one person to an­ 
other by requiring the mortgagee to sell his interest in the prop­ 
erty to the mortgagor at a pnce which the former has no part 
or influence in fixing. 
It is quite like taking private property 
for private use.” 
Apart from the confiscatory grounds of his ruling, Judge 
Chesnut seems to have touched an important point in holding 
that the Frazier-Lemke act tends to supersede the right re­ 
tained by each State in the operation of its courts and tends to 
abrogate legal contracts. 
I here can be no quarrel with sane and sound efforts to 
aid realty holders, farm or otherwise, in financial distress. 
But 
if the process approaches confiscation of the creditor's prop­ 
erty to save the debtor it would appear to be not only uncon­ 
stitutional but quite alien to the American economy. 
An early 
decision by the Supreme Court on the farm mortgage morator- 
iurn might clarify this complex principle and prevent costly liti­ 
gation and serious financial losses.
